Activities of Government May 


be Extended to Southern 


Wisconsin. 


Southern Wisconsin will figure in 


the new plan of the government for 
tho further protection ot migratory 
birds, especially acauatic fowl. 
The 


alarming- decrease in wild fowl which 
preceded the treaty and net of con- 
gress prohibiting spring shooting- has 
been changed to a marked degree. 


There are certain indications that 


the streams of southern Wisconsin 
will llgure in a combination of fed- 
eral and state Jaws for a second im- 
portant step 
In/ perpetuating wild 


fowl in the United States and Can- 
ada.A second step of vital importance 
is now to he taken in providing a 
feeding; and resting place for 
the 


birds during migration both In spring 
and fall. 
This 
would 
be 
accom- 


plished by retaining a suflicient'num- 
ber of small lakes, inland and coastal 
marshes for. their safe use. 
For a 


long period yet, there will undoubt- 
edly be vast areas in the northern 
section which will furr.lsh breeding 
places for Innumerable wild fowl, but 
other safe resting and feeding areas 
In the southern section must be pro- 
vided. 
The perpetuation 
of 
such 


areas is at present a problem oC great 
uncertainty. 
The 
government 
is 


planning a survey and Investigation of 
establishlng these zones 
and 
Im- 


proving; feeding conditions 
in 
the 


streams generally freciuented by the

known as "Overcrcst Refuge" was' 
announced Tuesday by 
George S. 
Parker, originator of the plan. The 
preserve has been accepted by the 
state conservation commission. 


There are approximately 400 acres 


in the refuge. 
They will eventually 


be fenced off and the public barred 
from 
.trespassing 
or hunting on 


them. 
J^rnest Barth, caretaker for 


Mr. Parker's proposed country es- 
tate, will be in charge -with 
full 


authority from the state as a deputy 
game warden. 
Kuns to 4 Mile Bridge. 


Tha preserve runs 
through, the 
stone quarry on the Edgcrton road 
and Is bounded on the north by the 
iFour Mile -Bridge road. 
It 
runs 


from .the Eclgerton road down to the 
Rock river. 
The 
Roesllng estate 


bounds it on the south. The order 
oC the state taking It over will go 
into effect on May 20, and win re- 
main for five years, at which time it 
>vill be subject to renewal. 
It will .take In 40 acres of the 
Hemingway farmi 40 of the Spraclc- 
ling farm: 100 o£ the Lamb farm: 
100 of the Shumaker farm, and 50 
acres of county land;-besides several 
others.

In discussing the new refuge, Mr. 


Parker stated-that lie was prompted 
,to establish it because of the fact 
that wild life seems to shun the en- 
tire stretch at present. 
Birds and 


even squirrels keep away from it, hr 
said. On Inquiry'from a. member of 
the commission. l:e declares he was 
told that animals and birds had been 
driven oft and learned to shun the 
vicinity because of the' long years 
of activities of hunters and boys. 


It is Mr. Parker's plan to stock 


the refuge with pheasants and other 
birds and deer. He will also make 
arrangements to 
ruar.t 2,000 pine 


trees.

Consider first the case of the reindeer. In 1SCO 


the Eskimos ot the northern coast oC Alaska were 
in a starving condition. 
The seals and walruses 


which had always furnished them with food hail 
been almost exterminated by white hunters. The 
Bureau of Education saw that in Lapland, where ; 
climatic and other conditions are almost exactly | 
the same as in Alaska, the reindeer furnished the 


! natives with an adequate means of subsistence. A 
few reindeer were accordingly introduced into 
northern Alaska. 
There are now tens ot thou- 


sands o£ them there, the Eskimos have been con- 
verted into civilized and self-supporting men by 
the industry ot caving for them, and an increas- 
ing surplus of reindeer meat is being shipped to 
the United States every year. 


This has all been done under the direction oC 


the Bureau of Education in the Department of the 
Interior, Mr.- Sheldon Jackson being the individ- 
ual who deserves most credit for the singularly 
successful undertaking. 
It illustrates the -fact 


that the first step in improving the condition of 
men is to solve their economic problem.

could survive there, and carefully bringing them 
to the highest state of abundance possible. 


In the United States the range lands that :ire 


suitable for cattle and sheep have long been sup- 
porting as many of those animals as they can. The 
population of the country grows, but the moat 
supply does not. We are therefore forced to im- 
port more and more beet' and mutton every year, 
and the price of meat constantly rises. 


Sheep and cattle arc pralria animals, which 


can make but little use of woodland, because they 
feed on grass. 
There arc millions of acres of 


woodland in the United States. They lie in great 
bodies in thi^ Rocky Mountain region, in the Alle- 
ghanies. and in the northern tier of eastern and 
central states, and in smaller bodies scattered all 
over the country. These woodland regions pro- 
duce practically no food at all. A few cattle and 
sheep range through them, browsing in the open 
places, but that is all. 
They are nut adapted to 


the raising ot cattle and sheep. 


But they are superbly adapted to raising of deer 


and moose. These animals, you must understand, 
do not live upon grass but upon trees. The white- ] 
tail deer, which is the best and'most widely dis- j 
tribtited ot the American doer, liven wholly on j 
twigs and leaves. 
The moose lives on; the ba:-k | 


ot trees. 
Neither of them injures the forest for j 


timber purposes. Neither of them takes an ounce 
of food, away from any cattle ai-.d sheep which 
may range l,here. 
In other words, if'all of our 


timber lands were stocked to capacity with deer 
and moose, there would Tic just that much added 
to the nation's meat supply without cutting down 
any other supply ot' anything, and without any 
expense exci?pt that oC affording the animals the 
necessary protection.
